that no effort w ill bo m ade by Spain to in ­ 
vade the U nited S tates and th at no a t­ 
tem pt w ill be made by the U n ited States 
to invade Spain. Cuba is naturally looked 
to as the battleg ro und, as the bone of co n ­ 
tention between the tw o nations. 
It is 
well kno w n to bo the policy of the U n ited 
States to invest, C uba w ith our fleets, to 
blockade the chief cities and to prohibit 
the sending in of supplies. 
U nder modern 
construction of internatio nal law a blo ck­ 
ade m ust be actual, no t merely on paper. 
The » lays have g o ne by in w hich a b ellig er­ 
ent may issue a proclam ation that such and 
such ports are blockaded and thereby a t­ 
tempt to keep o ut all the m erchant ships 
of neutrals. 
To be effective the blockade 
m ust be actual, physical. 
In that case, 
and in that case only, does the prohibition 
apply, and m erchant ships tryin g to run 
the blockade do so at their o w n risk. 
No (Spanish In vasio n. 


It is true th at Spain m ay in desperation 
attempt to bombard o ne or tw o A m erican 
cities, but there is n o t m uch fear of th is 
on the part of our naval exports. 
They 
believe t he energ ies o f the S panish navy 
are to be confined to an effort to defend 
Cuba and to in llictin g dam ag e upon the 
warships of the U nited States. 
When the 
heavy g u n s beg in to roar, it w ill bo alo n g 
the coast of Cuba. 
There is sm all chance 
that tho Spaniards w ill * ndeavor to attack 
Boston or Now York or W ashing ton. The 
want« n destruction of cities not directly 
involved in t.be natural line of attack is 
discourag ed by modern w riters upon m il­ 
itary law and usag e. 
Even if Spain had 
tim u’ valp tvver to ascend tho 1« tomao 
and lay W ashing ton in ruin s it-w o uld bo 
very poor policy to d o so, because tho effect 
of such an act w o uld rouct upon Spain. 
In the inevitable day of settlem ent, w hen 
she had 
been overcom e by the United 
States, that w ould bo a bitter score to 
wipe out. It would be necessary for Spain 
to pay dearly for the privileg e of th ro w in g 
she 11 into I Ik capítol. 
T h e Bn ruing o f W a sh in g to n . 
Nearly all writers of history, w hether 
they be A m erican, E ng lish or co ntinental, 
ugrt-o that the burning of W ashing ton by 
th« ) British in 18 14 w as an o u trag e and an 
indig nity unexam pled in modern times. 
The British raiders set lire to the presi­ 
den t’s bouse, to the capítol and 
other 
building s, and they destroyed or carried 
away 
valuable 
records and 
co m m itted 
other acts of savag ery. 
T reating of this 
lam entable e dsodu, a d isting uished his 
torian w ro tj: 
“ hit the yjenalty inflicted upon Great 
Itritai i for th is vandalism w as su m m ary 
and et votive. 
T he invaders were alm o st 
im m ediately and 
ig nom kniously 
driven 
back to their ships w ith the h u m iliatio n 
and stig m a attached to a horde of baffled 
marauders 
W hatever party divisio ns e x­ 
isted in the U n ited Btates as to the policy 
of tho war ceased w hen it w as learned this 
was the w ay in w hich Great Britain pro ­ 
posed to carry on th e war. 
T hro ug ho ut 
th e co n tin en t of Europe there w as not a 
publicist who « lid not condem n the o u t ­ 
rag e as a disg race to E ng land and as a 
g ross violation of the law s of war. 
N a p o ­ 
leon had been spoken of as reckless, but, 
th o u g h he occupied alm o st every capital 
in Europe, instead of destroying tho p u b ­ 
lic build in g s he took them under his pro 
lection. It is not surprising that the m i li­ 
tary spirit of the I nited States should 
have been stim ulated by this outrag e and 
that the battle of New Orleans was the 
response to the burning of W a sh in g to n .” 
E ven in Great Britain this vandalism 
was severely condem ned. 
The Edinburg h 
R eview that very year said: 
“ N o th in g 
co uld beso unw ise, to say n o th in g more, as 
our u n m ea n in g m arauding expedition to 
W ashing ton and Baltimore, which exas 
perated w ith o u t w ea k en in g and irritated 
all the passions of tho nation w ith o u t even 
a 
tendency to d im inish its resources— 
nay, w hich added directly to their force 
both by th« » ind ig natio n and u n a n im ity 
w h ich they excited and by teaching them 
to feel their o w n streng th and to despise 
an enem y that, w ith all his preparation 
and anim o sity, couhl do them so little 
su bstantial mischief. 
W h ere W ar In J nstiflable. 
It w o uld be the shortest sig hted policy 
possible for Spain to attem pt to lay w aste 
an A m erican city, for that act w o uld g ive 
rise to such passions that n o th in g short of 
abso lute

Throug h press of other matter the 
report of Tuesday ’s evening session 
was crowded out of vesterday editio n 
but is g iven herewith. 


TUESDAY EVENING SESSION. 


After sing ing , led by Rev. 
F. F. 
Farmiloe of Rockford and an opening 
pray er by Rev. J_T . LeGeer of Scales 
Mound* Rev. Willard Scott, D. D., of 
South Cong reg ational church, C h ica­ 
g o, delivered his lecture on “ Prof. 
Drummond’s Manly Christianity ,” of 
which we can g ive but the barest o ut­ 
line. 
W ith friendly band Dr. Scott 
painted the picture of the man he knq w 
and loved. 
His tall sinewy form, tow­ 
ering above his fellows in stature as in 
thoug ht, was vividly broug ht to the 
mind’s ey e of the audience. 
D rum ­ 
mond's books are more widely read 
than those of any novelist, and he is 
read all over the world more than any 
other Eng lishman. 
Along the one 
side of Christianity which he present­ 
ed he is an inspiration to mankind. 
The life of an era is most g raphically 
presented in individual character. 
If 
the era of the last half century were 
g athered into the life of a man for a p ­ 
propriate presentation,that man would 
be Henry Drummond. 
Not th a t he 
was an all-round man: but he was rich 
in thoug ht and inspiration and the 
power of reaching by his 
writing and 
by his personal influence bey ond any 
living man. 
He enormously impressed 
himself upon the personality of y oung 
men—of all classes, especially the mus­ 
cular men, the manly men. 
Young 
men of all countries g athered at Edin­ 
burg h University are now scattered all 
over the colonial world, 
bearing with 
them the impress of this sing ularly g ift­ 
ed man of God.. He was especially felic­ 
itous in harmonizing spiritual truth 
with scientific fact—the certainties of 
the Word with the certainties of the 
W ork of God. 
The speaker drew- a 
beautiful picture of Drummond’s y outh 
and of his early university life. 
W hen 
he went to Edinburg h he discovered a 
tendency to rupture in the Free Church 
0 Scotland. 
The intellectual y oung 
men were being repelled from the or­ 
thodox presentation of spiritual truth. 
Drum,mead at ouca became a middle 
man among intellectual minds, and a 
middle man among the classes. 
Out of 
facts and ideals he had the power to 
create a new li'e. 
He was a middle 
mau among tae professions. 
A t drst 
his Sunday and week day work was 
q uite distinct, but ho g radually g rew 
to illustrating scientific truth by relig ­ 
ious truth and relig ious truth by scien­ 
tific truth, until the early distinctions 
in his work were broken down. 
He 
was a middle man sy mpathetically . 
Moody and Drummond, so dissimilar, 
were at one. 
Drummond was the 
spring and not the stream, the foun- 
tainfrom which flowed and not to which 
flowed every thing . He would noi have a 
bood in his library th a t did not minis­ 
ter to him; he would not listen to a 
minister whom ho did not know had a 
messag e for him: he would have noth­ 
ing to do with th a t which did not fit 
him to minister to others: so he would 
not speak of th at of which « he had no 
ex perience; conseq uently there 
are 
whole rounds of Christian ex perience 
which he does not touch. 
“ I present 
to y ou th a t which has done me g ood,’ 
he would say . 
Toward the close of his 
life he modified many of the views e a r­ 
lier put forth; some instances of whien 
were cited by the speaker, who in clos­ 
ing asked the q uestion, “ Will his in­ 
fluence be permanent?” to which he 
replied with a beautifully drawn paral­ 
lel, of the wonderful Dream City th a t 
sprang into being on the shore of Lake 
Michig an and as silently disappeared, 
but which lives today and ever will 
live, a fadeless memory of g randeur 
arm g lory th at can not be blotted out. 


WEDNESDAY APRIL 13. 


The m Jining session was chiefly de ­ 
voted to business similar to th at of the 
previous forenoon* and to discussion of 
topic» pertaining to church g overn­ 
ment and of especial ministerial in­ 
terest. 
T he afternoon session was open to 
the g enera 
public: but owing to the 
ram tnere were not as many present as 
on the previous day . 
Rev. O. H. Cessna of this city g ave 
the first paper of the afternoon on 
‘•Recent Books of Great 
Value 
for 
the Ministers’ Library .” 
He took the 
I>osition th a t the minister of today 
must keep in touch with -the drift of 
human life as mirrored along all lines 
of literature; but th a t those that deal 
with the Sacred Book are of g reatest 
importance. 
Each minister 
would 
doubtless deem of g reatest 
value the 
works which found a place upon his 
own shelve-. 
The speaker had evi­ 
dently g iven much thoug ht to the sub­ 
ject of his paper, and th a t his own 
sug g estions on the topic mig ht receive 
additional weig ht and the paper be 
made of more practical benefit to the 
y oung ministers among his hearers, he 
had, throug h eorre-pondence secured 
from a dozen or more of the leading 
divines of all evang elical denomina- 


! lists were read at the close of the pa 
per and we should be pleased to pub­ 
lish a concensus of them did space 
permit. 
Mr. Cessna \vas followed by Rev. Dr 
A. 
W, 
Hatton of Hy de P a r k M. E, 
church. Chicag o, in a most scholarly 
paper on “ Recent Important Finds in 
Christian Archaeolog y .” 
The recent 
rich and 
im po rta nt monumental dis­ 
coveries that have been made by the 
various archaeolog ical and ex ploration 
societies, and their direct bearing on 
and wonderfully elucidating lig ht east 
upon the early history of the Christia n 
church, wasably presented,butthepaper 
w as too full of hard foreig n names and 
technical scientific terms to fit itself to 
the reportorial pencil. 
Dr. Patton, 
who was a to ne time pastor of the M. 
E. church in Dix on, has g iven many 
y ears of study to this, his favorite 
pursuit, and has visited many par.s of 
Europe the better to inform himself on 
a topic to be the subject of a forthcom­ 
ing work from his pen. 
“ Some Misinterpreted T ex ts” was 
the subject of an interesting « paper by 
Prof. C. F. Bradley of G a rrett Biblical 
Institute, Evanston. 
W hen it is esti­ 
mated th at if all the sermons preached 
on Bible topics were g athered tog ether 
they would m ake one hundred and 
twenty millions of octavo volumes, it 
Is scarcely surprising th a t an incalcu­ 
lable number of misinterpretations of 
scripture have crept into these. 
These 
are larg ely due to prejudice, to warped 
judg ment, to denominational bia>, to 
g re at ig norance, to learned folly , to 
mistranslation, to mistaken view.-, of 
ancient life. 
Under these heads many 
illustrations were g iven, some of them 
very , amusing , others very instructive, 
and all of them very interesting . 
“ The Bible and A rt,” was the sub 
jeet of an ex cellent paper read by Dr. 
Van Anda of Auburn Park church 
Chicag o, 
in vs hi h ho showed 
th at 
while relig ion g ives inspiration to art, 
a r t g ives ex pression to man's hig hest 
relig ious conceptions. 
He traced this 
thoug ht throug h the nations of Greece, 
Rome, India and ancient Mex ico, after 
showing th a t lang uag e is the hig hest 
creation of reason, the g entleman pro 
ceeded to consider the elements of art 
and to apply them to the construction 
of the Sacred Word, with illustrations 
o f its simplicity , fig ures of speech, 
beauty 
of 
imag ry , 
irony , 
pathos, 
streng th of lang uag e and sublimity of 
ex pression; pronouncing the Bible a 
model of artistic construction. 
Then 
he traced the influence of the Bible cn 
the development of art, throug h t i e 
ag es of the past, and ehowed how t i e 
mind, q uiekened V y the scriptures, had 
become inventive and had discovered 
and controlled the secrets of nature. 
The debt of lLerature and a rt and mu­ 
sic to the Bible was show n by reference 
j to Milton, Dante and Shakespeare, to 
Michael Ang elo, Raphael and De Vin­ 
ci, to Handel and Mozart. 
Prof. M. S. Terry , M. I)., of G a rrett 
Biblical Institute g ave a deeply inter­ 
esting paper on “ The Biblical Doctrine 
of 
the Resurrection,'’ in which 
he 
showed th a t while th ere is a declared 
certainty as to the fact—the reality —of 
the resurrection of the body , the how 
and the when are very uncertain. 
The 
reality of the resurrection is conceded 
by every believer in Christ: but “ how 
and with what body do they come?” — 
a q uestion as to m ethod—wo have no 
revelation. 
Time and space forbid the 
development of the professor’s theme, 
from 
the brief notes taken: but he 
clearly aud log ically arg ued from pos­ 
itive and inferential passag es of script­ 
ure th a t there would be, had been, was 
being , not one, nor two, but many res­ 
urrections. 
He then blew to the four 
winds the usual objections to the doc­ 
trine of a bodily resurrection, by show­ 
ing from scripture th a t whatsoever 
manner of body it may be with which 
the soul >hail “ be clothed upon,” it is 
not that body which is “« own in 
ruption;” but a transformed, g lorified 
body , less g ro.-s but no less an org an- 
ism, “ a house not made with hands.” ! 
T he speaker closed with the words of! 
the Apostle John, “ it is not y et made , 
manifest what we shall be.” 


EVENING SESSION. 


The evening address was delivered 
to a larg e audience bv Rev. Dr. W. O. 
j 
Shepard of Oakland M. E. church, 
Chicag o. 
His theme was “ From S a ­ 
vonarola to L uth er.” 
Dr. Shepard is a 
y oung man, who has made wondrous 
strides in intellectual and relig ious ad- 
vancement. A comparatively few y ea rs' ],j 
ag o he was a boy among the boy s of 
Rock Falls (still the home of his m oth­ 
er; without distinctive aim aside from 
the freq uent ex f?rcise of a somewhat 
annoy ing mischievousness. 
Induced by 
a devoted Christian woman to become a 
member of her Sunday school class, he 
was broug ht under special relig ious in­ 
fluence, became converted, joined the 
Methodist church, was sent to J e n­ 
ning s seminary at Aurora, developed an 
aptitude for study , and the whole tenor 
of his life was chang ed and a hig h and j 
noble aim set before him in a call to 
the ministry . 
Today , y oung as he is, 
he is a brig ht lig ht in the denomina­ 
tion which has g iven to Christianity so 
many « master minds. 
T he paper he 
read was one of his Monday evening 
lectures before the members of his own 
church; but it needed not his modest 
ex cuse on th a t 
score. 
In 
order to 


j known as the reformation, the speaker 
briefly sketched the inaug uration, tbe 
early history and the rapid develop 
nient of that g reatest sy stem devised 
by man, the Roman Catholic church. 
He painted an appreciative picture of 
this mig hty fabric woven throug h the 
civilization of the centuries. 
He spoke 
of the debt which Christianity owes to 
this wonderful org anization; spoke Of 
the fundamental truths which it has 
cherished, and which have enabled it 
to withstand all the attacks of its cn 
emies; touching as well upon its g rand 
cur and nobility as on its errors and 
inconsistencies, g iving credit 
where 
credit was due, finding natural causes 
for its censurable courses. 
He spoke 
of its hauteur and humility , its cru. 
elty 
and its true piety . 
He traced 
the g rowth of the doctrine of papal 
infallability 
and of 
temporal 
su­ 
premacy . 
Ho showed the condition of 
thing s at the time of the Reformation, 
the deplorable condition of spirituality 
and morality in Europe, inside as well 
as outside the church, a current which 
Hope Greg ory had previously tried to 
stem. 
He spoke of the » complete con­ 
trol by the church not only of the aetsi 
but of the very thoug ht« of Europe,aud 
of the errors of thoug ht, of faith, of be­ 
lief, being the source of the errors of 
life, for “as a man thinkoth, so is ho.” 
Ho then drew finely contrasting pic­ 
tures of those very diverse men who in 
succeeding 
g enerations 
shook 
the 
thoug ht of Europe to its foundationg 
and almost shook the church from its 
pedestal of power. 
The speaker’s pow­ 
er was shown in his fine analy sis of the 
contrasting 
characters of these 
two 
men, in his wonderful command of 
lang uag e, by a few rapid adjectives 
causing them to stand before the h ea r­ 
er in very living presence. 
W onder­ 
fully clear, too, was his showing of the 
reasons which insured the failure of 
the one'and tin success of the « other of 
these two eq ually earnest and fearless 
souls. 
These reasons epitomized were 
th a t while Savonarola foug ht the evil 
practice« of the mediaeval ehareh, Lu­ 
ther foug ht the principles from which 
those practices spring . 
T h e conference is now over, and 
many of our people have been wonder­ 
fully refreshed and energ ized throug h 
the various papers and addresses which 
they have been privileg ed to enjoy .
